The influence 


of th** workman’s fatigue on the pro­ 
duction of accidents stands out clearly 
from these observations, remarks Gas­ 
sier’s Magazine, and it is easy to under­ 
stand how tin*, comes about when it 
is remembered that with fatigue the 
attention readily diminishes and dis­ 


appears. 
The conclusion, therefore, is 
that in order to produce a diminution 
in th** number of accidents it would 
be sufficient to intercalate in the mid­ 
dle of each half day of work a jieriod 
of repose, naturally not *-*> long as that 
at midday, but th** length of which re­ 
mains to be determined. 
In fact, one 
would only have to apply to the man­ 
ual labor of adults the measures which 
for a long time have been put into 
practice for children as regards their 


intellectual labor. 


In th** matter of salaries, remarks 
Leslie's W eekly, in an article on the 
subject of the pay of college professors, 
the recent canvass made by the spe­ 
cial com m ittee appointed to investi­ 
gate tho subject reports a list show ing 
an aggregate of 53,554 positions, with 
annual salaries of $4t»00 aud over, one- 
half of which pay $800 and upward, 
besides ll,HUI of $500 to $000, and 17,- 
7'AS annual salaries below $500. 
In 
Harvard and Yale the professors re­ 
ceive all the way from $2000 to $1000 
a year, and the instructors from $800 
to $1000. 
Small salaries, often piti­ 
fully small, they form the incomes that 
men of learning and superior abilities, 
and accom plishm ents are ready to ac­ 
cept, where their pay is less than 
many a mechanic’s wages. 
W e hear 
a great deal about the mania for money 
getting iii this country, as if it were 
the sole stim ulus to exertion; but 
more than 20/XX) college professors ami 
instructors are spending heir energies 
in an em ploym ent which gives them 
scarcely more than a bare subsistence. 
The “simple life,” of which we hear 
so much, is theirs. 
W ith them it is 
plain living and high thinking. 
They 
are impelled by other teachers with 
an average salary of less than $000. 


WARRIORS AT PLAY 
___ 


H ow the Jap Soldiers Kilter Into Their 
Hputts After the W ar. 
The first anniversary of the victory 
of the Yalii w*as celebrated by General 
Kuroki’a men In a m ost remarkable 
manner, which, says a London Tim es 
correspondent who w as w ith the First 
Japanese Army, involved work nearly 
as hard as that required to w in the 
victory. Not being able to go to Japan, 
they brought Japan to Manchuria. 
A 
whole corps that had been in the field 
for more than a year set out to create 
in a bare valley overlooked by bare 
hillsides an illusion of Japan at spring­ 
tide, all green and park-like. 
In Japan carp swarm up cataracts— 
in fables. 
When they reach the top 
they become beautiful dragon?. 
That 
is the national exam ple of the reward 
for perseverance which takes the place 
of the story of Robert Bruce and the 
spider. 
One of the brigades, as its part in the 
battle of deception, built both the carp 
and th** w aterfall. 
For more than a 
mile, and then lip the steep slope which 
was the scene of their comoposition, 
they brought pine boughs to form the 
sides of the channels, th** overhanging 
verdure of crags and of rocky islets. 
rile foam ing torrent was made by bolts 
of cotton that laid in w aves tlint half- 
subm erged the leaping fish, seventy 
five feet long, which had cotton cres­ 
cents for its scales. 
A mile away the 
Illusion w as excellent, especially if you 
half closed your Occidental eyes, which 
are alw ays seeing scaffolding and the 
prompter’s box. 
You bad to do the sam e with the 
dragonfly on the next hill a dragon­ 
fly with wings fifty feet long and beat­ 
en-out ration-ineat tins for its gigantic 
eyes. 
You had to do the sam e in order 
to realize the Big Lion (properly spelled 
with capitals). 
The holes of his nos­ 
trils. s o m e fifteen feet wide, were made 
with m atting. 
Their fleshy part w as 
soldiers* red blankets, for he w as a 
fierce Japanese lion, just now in a red 
fury. 
His mane w as m ade o f ever­ 
greens on th** sum m it of a rocky es­ 
carpment. 
Five hundred yards away 
more evergreens w ere formed into a 
lashing tail. 
General 
Fuji!, the chief, and the 
other members of the staff entered into 
tho plan of the effects and the organisa­ 
tion of the fete with the sam e gusto 
v\ itll w hich they have outinaneiivred 
iii** Russians on many fields. 
Young 
forests of pines and of wild cherry 
trees were literally transplanted, and 
walks and arbors sot am ong them. 
A 
gentle slope " a s leveled for the ap­ 
proach to the altar. 
Beyond it a statue 
of General 
Kuroki 
on horseback a 
good im itation of bronze looked down 
on the scene, w ith a hanging iris gar­ 
den at his feet. 
I’rom the altar 1***1 
tw o avenues even provided w ith con­ 
duits where they crossed gullies lev­ 
eled with :i' much care as if they were 
meant for a generation’s traffic instead 
of a day’s merrymaking. 
One of the a v e n u e s led into the little 
village of Binit < Ii it ii ii. which had been 
Kuroki’s headquarters since the Battle 
of Mukden. 
It had a garlanded bridge. 
a huge evergreen arch, and what takes 
the plaee of an arch in Japan, a torii, 
u h u h in this instance w as foamed of 
Uhinese m atting covered w ith cotton 
doth. 
Lining I not Ii avenues w ere a1* 
ternate pine and cherry trees, and set 
between them transparencies made by 
soldier artists. 
Venerable Fujiyam a, 
the most painted mountain the world, 
was there, of course, and scenes both 
at home and at the front. 
On the plain, out of the earth of the 
dreary kaoliang fields, w hose never­ 
ending stubble is as the sands of the 
desert, had sprung little Japanese gar­ 
dens, such as you sec from one end of 
Japan to tin* other. 
M iniature lakes 
were set ill miniature landscapes, and 
a fountain played among the beds of 
imitation iris. 
The night before the fete millions of 
im itation paper flowers, 
which had 
been fashioned in th** leisure hour* of 
camp with the skilfulness of Parisian 
shop-girls, were brought in great bas­ 
kets and fastened to the tw igs of the 
transplanted trees. 
The strangest part of it all is that it 
is as natural for the soldiers of the 
Japanese army to do these things as it 
is for them to tight. 
That s a m e skill 
which w as devoted to making w ater­ 
falls and paper flowers, that trick of 
ready 
im provisation 
which 
brought 
Japan to Manchuria, w as turned the 
next day into scouting the dead spaces 
Iii front of the enem y’s works and to 
desperate charges iii tile night. 


Japan has three batiks paying divi­ 
dends of tw elve per cent., tw o paying 
ten per cent., tw o paying nine per 
cent., three paying eight per cent., and 
five paying from two to seven per cent. 
Of lier many railways, docks, electric 
lighting and gas companies, one. (Osaka 
Electric Light Company), is paying 
tw enty per cent., four arc paying fif­ 
teen per cent., eight are paving tw elve 
per cent., and the others range from 
three per cent, to ten per cent. 
Not 
a single one fails to pay some dividend. 
Of lier cotton spinning, fire and Ufo in­ 
surance, sugar refining, engine works, 
brewing, botel and m iscellaneous com­ 
panies three (cotton spinning) pay thir­ 
ty six per cent., one pays thirty per 
cent., seven pay tw enty per cont., three 
pay seventeen per cent., seven pay six­ 
teen per cent., thr**e pay fifteen per 
cent., four pay tw elve per c e n t, and the 
rest pay six to ten per cent. 
It is re­ 
markable tlint only seven of the eighty- 
seven com panies on the Japanese of­ 
ficial list are non-dividend payers. Tin 
Bank of Japan has n reserve fund of 
$8,075,000, and the Yokohama Specie 
Bank follow s with a $5,200,000 reserve 
Stock companies of all kinds are evi­ 
dently profitable propositions in the 
Land of the Rising Sun. 
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M erely Common Sense. 
Charles Sumner once said: “The road 
and the schoolm aster are the tw o niost 
im portant agents in advancing civiliza­ 
tion.” 
Common sense teaches that the 
difference between good and bad roads 
is equivalent to the difference between 
profit and loss. 
It teaches that good 
roads have a money value to the w hole 
people as w ell as a political and social 
value, and leaving 
out 
convenience, 
com fort, social and refined influences 
which g*x>d roads alw ays enhance, and 
looking at them only from the *‘al- 
m ighty dollar” side, they are found 
to pay handsom e dividends each year. 
People generally have com e to realize 
that road building is a public matter; 
common sense d e c ia r e s it to be a func­ 
tion of governm ent.

Alm ost every com munity is favored 
with an abundance of stone, grave!, 
sand or clay, and by the proper man­ 
agem ent a desirable road can be con­ 
structed with either one of til**'**. 
As 
there is a w ide difference in tin char­ 
acter of tile m aterials great care Humid 
alw ays be exercised in selecting only 
the best—such as contains sufficient 
t o u g h n e s s aud cem enting qualities as 
will form a surface sufficiently hard 
and durable to endure the volum e of 
traffic, and at the sam e time make the 
road less im pervious to water, which is 
its worst enem y. 
Im successful road building too much 
attention cannot be given to the proper 
drainage, surfacing and rolling; and in 
doing this work the use of the latest 
improved machinery is very necessary 
in the construction o f any kind of a 
road if the best results are to be ob­ 
tained. 
Anything that is worth doing 
is worth doing well, is an adage that 
m ight aptly be applied in connection 
with tills question. T his rn!** is not al­ 
w ays adopted, however, but it is far 
better to build permanent highw ays so 
that they will need little or no repairs 
for a long tim e to come. 
In soul** local­ 
ities conditions are such that a good 
Stone road may be built : t a cost rang­ 
ing from $2ix>0 to 
per mile, but 
in others $5txx> or $lo.ooo are expend­ 
ed; w hile good sainl-clay roads can be 
built from $2oo to $500 per mile. 
There are many phases of the ques­ 
tion of road im provem ent o f 
widen 
much might be said, but at present 
the writer w ishes to direct attention 
more particularly to tile improvement 
of th** common roads by the sand-claw 
method, w h i c h is quite inexpensive. 
When sand a b o u n d s ii* such quantity as 
to render travel on the roads difficult. 
an application o f clay may be made to 
good advantage, and where d a y is 
equally objectionable sand may be 
sim ilarly applied and with equally as 
beneficial results.

G o v e r n m e n t A ld to P u b l i c R o ad * . 
Follow ing is a resolution introduced 
by Maj. W. A. Grails in, of North Caro­ 
lina, and adopted by the Farm ers’ 
National Congress, recently iii session 
at Richmond: 
“ W hereas, the National Government 
w isely makes appropriations for the 
improvement of our harbors, rivers and 
lines of railroad transportation, to pro­ 
mote th e commerce of the nation by a f­ 
fording markets for selling the prod­ 
uct-. of the people and for purchasing 
the needed goods o f other nations; th** 
sam e w ise policy could be promoted 
and extended by appropriations to es­ 
tablish and improve the public roads 
in the respective States in order that 
th** farm er may be enabled at least 
cost to place Hist productions at the 
places of distribution. 
If the dom estic 
and foreign com merce is advanced by 
appropriating to harbors, rivers and 
extended or ‘through* lines of dom estic 
transportation, it will be benefited in 
an increased manner by appropriations 
to the public roads or highways, so 
as to enable the producer to reach the 
markets o f his section at reasonable 
cost. 
There can he no valid reason 
why benefits that are extended to the 
buyer and seller should be denied the 
farmer; therefore be it 
“ Resolved I. 
That his Excellency, 
t h e President o f the United States, is 
most respectfully petitioned to recom­ 
mend to C o ng r ess in his m essage some 
system of appropriations to improve 
the public roads in the States. 
“2. 
That Boogies-, is earnestly peti­ 
tioned and urged to enact a law. or 
law s, m aking adequate provision for 
th** betterm ent o f the public roads by 
sufficient ap propriations to the purpose. 
“3. That a copy of tins paper be sent 
by the President of this Congress to 
H is Excellency, the President of the 
United States, and also the presiding 
officer of each H ouse of Congress, with 
request to present them for considera­ 
tion to the body over which he pre­ 
sides.”

Portable w ireless telegraph stations 
ar** now m anufactured iii Germany of 
such light w eight that carts or w agons 
are no longer needed for their trans­ 
portation, the parts being carried by 
men. 
W hile, w ith stations moved by 
w agons, the air conductors are at­ 
tached to balloons or kites, with port­ 
able stations they ar** attached to steel 
m asts. These m asts, three in number, 
can be pushed together like a telescope 
nm! are then about tw elve and one- 
lialf feet long, but can easily be pulled 
out to a length of thirty-three feet. 
The electric energy required is fur­ 
nished by so-eniled “tread dynamos/* 
mounted upon a sort of stationary bi­ 
cycle. w ith a light seat for the man, 
w ho keeps the machinery going with 
his feet. 
The electric energy con also 
be supplied with a portable storage 
battery.

J u les o f T ble F r a il Acta aa an Ald te 
tho D igestive Oreana. 
If the virtues ascribed to the pine­ 
apple, by T he Florida Christian Advo­ 
cate, are not exaggerated, there ought 
to be a good m arket for the juice of 
the over ripe pineapples which go to 
w aste every year. 
If so good for in­ 
digestion the canned juice will be iii de­ 
mand as soon as the fact becom es gen­ 
erally known. 
Pineapple juice bids fair to take the 
place of the pepsin as an encourager 
of 
digestion. 
Recent 
investigations 
have show n that for such a purpose 
it is w onderfully efficacious, rivaling 
if it does not excel the product of poor 
piggy. 
If a piece of ordinary beefsteak be 
placed in a bowl of pineapple juice, it 
Is found after a few hours, to be re­ 
duced to a lump of mere jelly, having 
undergone a process of digestion. 
Iii 
tile sam e way the juice, w hen drank, 
acts upon the food of th e stom ach, 
ami 
is capable, it is authoritatively 
stated, of digesting som ething like a 
thousand tim es its ow n w eight of ed­ 
ible substances. 
Now, the reason back of these facts 
Is that the juice of the pineapple con­ 
tains an “euzym ,” a species of fer­ 
ment, which attacks the beefsteak or 
other food, and disorganizes it. 
It is 
such an extrem ely powerful ferm ent 
that, acting much in the sam e w ay as 
pepsin, it will, in the course of a few 
hours, cause substances upon which it 
works to dissolve and m elt aw ay.

This will cause th** digestive stuff 
to fall to the bottom of th** receptacle, 
when it may be easily separated.

good-sized pineapple will contain mon* 
than a pint of juice—a quantity w hich 
is am ply sufficient to Help iii the diges­ 
tion of half a dozen hearty meals. 
H ow powerful it is may bt* judged 
from tile fact that a single 'lice of 
the fruit, laid upon a raw beefsteak. 
w ill. In a very short time. change the 
consistency of the surface to that o f 
a jelly. 
But it should be realized that 
cooking destroys the “enzym ,” and that 
tile only way to get the benefit o f th e 
d ig e s tiv e ferm ent is to eat the pine­ 
apple iii the natural state.

One of the brigades, as its part in tho 


battle of deception, built both the carp 
and the waterfall.." For more than a 
mile, and then up the Steep slope which 
was the scene of their comoposition, 
they brought pine boughs to form the 
sides of the channels, the overhanging 
verdure of crags nnd of rocky Islets. 
The foaming torrent was made by bolts 
of cotton that laid in waves thnt half 
submerged tho leaping fish, seventy 
five feet long, which had cotton cres 
cents for its scales.

Charles Sumner once laid: "The road 


and tiie schoolmaster are tlie two nlost 
Important agents in advancing civiliza- 
tion." Common sense teaches that the 
difference between good and bad roads 
is equivalent to the difference between 
profit and loss. It teaches that good 
roads have a money value to the whole 
people as welt ns a political and social 
valuf* and leaving out convenience, 
comfort,' social and refined Influences 
which good roads always enhance, and 
looking at them only from the "al- 
mighty dojlar" side, they are found 
to pay handsome dividends each year. 
People generally have come to realize 
that road building is a public matter; 
common sense deeleures it to be a func- 
tion of government. 


Road*. 


Almost every community is favored 


with mi abundance of stone, gravel, 
sand or cluy, and by tlie proper man- 
agement a desirable road can be con- 
structed with either one- of these. As 
there is a wide difference in the char- 
acter of the materials great care should 
always be exercised in selecting only 
the best—such as contains sufficient 
toughness mid cementing qualities as 
will form ii surface sufficiently hard 
and durable to endure the volume of 
traffic, nnd at the siune time inako the 
roiul loss impervious to water, which is 
Its worst enemy. 


In successful rond building too much 


attention cannot be given to the proper 
drainage, surfacing nnd rolling; and In 
doing this work the use of the latest 
Improved machinery is very necessary 
In the construction of any kind of u 
road if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. Anything thnt is worth doing 
Is worth doing well, is nil adiigc that 
might aptly be applied In connection 
with this question. This rule is not al- 
ways adopted, however, but it is far 
better to build permanent highways so 
that they will need little or no repairs 
for a long time to come. In some local- 
ities conditions arc such that a good 
stone road may be built r i a cost rang- 
ing from $:iOOO to $3000 per mile, but 
in others $5000 or $10,000 are expend- 
ed: while good mind-clay roads can be 
built from $2IH) to $o<)0 per mile. 


There nre many phases of lUc ques- 


tion of road improvement of whicn 
much might be said, but at present 
the writer wishes to direct attention 
more particularly to the improvement 
of the common roads by Hie snud-claw 
method, which is quite inexpensive. 
\VlHMi snnd nbounds in such quantity as 
to render travel on the roads difficult, 
an application of clay may be made to 
good advantage, and where clay is 
equally objectionable sand may be 
similarly applied and with equally as 
bvnctici.il results.—Progressive Farmer. 


Government Aid to Public Road*. 
Following Is a resolution introduced 


by Mnj. W. A. Graham, of North Caro- 
lina, nnd adopted by the FnrnuTs' 
National Congress, recently in session 
at Richmond: 


"Whereas, the National Government 


wisely makes appropriations for the 
Improvement of our harbors, rivers and 
lilies of railroad transportation, to pro- 
mote the commerce of the nation by nf-v 
fording markets for selling the prod- 
ucts of the people and for purchasing 
the needed goods of other nations; the 
same wise policy could lie promoted 
and extended by appropriations to os- 
tablisli and improve the public roads 
in the respective States in order that 
the farmer may be e-nnbled at least 
cost to place his productions nt the 
places of distribution. If the domestic 
and foreign commerce Is advanced 'by 
appropriating to harbors, rivers nnd 
extended or 'through' lines of domestic 
transportation, it will be benefited in 
nn increased manner by appropriations 
to the public roads or highways, so 
at to 'enable the producer to roach the 
markets of his section nt reasonable 
cost. 
There can be no valid reason 


why benefits thnt nre extended to the 
buyer and seller should be denied the 
farmer; therefore be it 


"Hesolvcd 1. That his Excellency, 


the President of the United States, is 
most respectfully petitioned to recom- 
mend to Congress in his message some 
system of appropriations to improve 
the public roads in the States. 


"'2. Thnt Congress is earnestly peti- 


tioned and urged to enact a law, or 
laws, milking adequate provision for 
the betterment of the public roads by 
sufficient appropriations to the purpose, 


"3. Thnt n copy of this paper be sent 


by the President of this Congress to 
His Excellency, the President of the 
United States, nnd also the presiding 
officer of each House of Congress, with 
request to present them for considera- 
tion to the body over which he pre 
sides." 


Portable WlreleM Telegraphy. 


Portable wireless telegraph stations 


nre now manufactured in Germany of 
such light weight that carts or wagons 
are no longer needed for their trans 
portntlon, the parts being carried by 
men. 
While, with stations moved by 


wagons, the air conductors tire nt 
tnched to balloons or kites, with port- 
able stations they are attached to steel 
masts. These masts, three in number, 
can be pushed together like a telescope 
and are then about twelve nnd one- 
half feet long, but can easily be pulled 
out to a length of thirty-three feet. 
The electric energy required Is fur 
nlshed by so-called "tread dynamos," 
mounted upon a sort of stationary bi- 
cycle, with a light sent for the man, 
Who keeps the machinery going with 
bis feet. The electric energy can also 
be supplied with & portable storage 
battery.

from the fact that a single slice of 
the fruit, laid upon a raw beefsteak, 
will. In a very short time, change the 
consistency of the surface to thnt of 
a jelly. But it should be realized that 
cooking destroys the "enzym," and that 
the- only way to get the benefit of tho 
digestive ferment is to eat the pine- 
apple in the natural state.

half ot which pny $800 and upward, 
besides 11,11X5 of $500 to $000, and 17,- 
728 annual salaries below $500.

Harvard and Yale the professors re- 
ceive all the way from $2000 to $4000 
a year, nnd the Instructors from $800 
to $1000. 
Small salaries, often piti- 


fully small, they form the Incomes that 
men of learning anil superior abilities, 
and accomplishments are ready to ac- 
cept, where their pny Is less than 
many a mechanic's wages. We hear 


grout deal about the mania for money 


getting In this country, as If It were 
the sole stimulus to exertion; but 
more than 20,000 college professors and 
instructors are spending *hclr energies 
in an employment which gives them 
scarcely more than a bare subsistence. 
The '^'simple life," of which we hear 
so much, is theirs. With them It is 
plain living and high thinking. They 
nre impelled by other teachers with 
an average salary of lees than $000. 
The "smart set," the "American aris- 
tocracy," do you say? You m,ny 
them here.

How the 3mp loUUm Bnt«r Into-Their 
•pom After th« War. 


The first anniversary of the victory 


ot the Yalu was celebrated by Genera 
Kurokl's men in a most remarkable 
manner, which, says a London Times 
correspondent who was with the First 
Japanese Army, involved work nearly 
as hard as that required to win tbe 
victory. Not being able to go to Japan 
they brought Japan to Manchuria. A 
whole corps that had been in tbe field 
for more than a year set out to create 
In a bare valley overlooked by bare 
hillsides an illusion of Japan at spring 
tide, all green and park-like. 


In Japan cnrp swarm up cataracts— 


In fables. 
When they reach tbe top 


they become beautiful dragon;. Tha 
is the national example of tbe reward 
for perseverance which takes tbe place 
of the story of Robert Bruce and the 
spider. 


One of the brigades, ns its part In tho 


battle of deception, built both the carp 
and the waterfall..' For more than 
mile, and then up the Steep slope which 
was the scene of their comoposltlon 
they brought pine boughs to form the 
sides of tbe channels, the overhanging 
verdure of crags and of rocky Islets 
The foaming torrent was made by bolts 
of cotton that laid in waves that half 
submerged tho leaping fish, seventy 
five feet long, which had cotton eres 
cents for Its scales. A mile away the 
illusion was excellent, especially if yoi 
half-closed your Occidental eyes, whicl 
nre always seeing scaffolding and the 
prompter's box. 


You had to do the same with the 


dragon-fly on the next hill—a dragon 
tiy with wings fifty feet long and beat 
en-out ration-meat tins for its gigantic 
eyes.

It had a garlanded bridge, 
n huge evergreen arch, and what takes 
tho place of tin arch in Japan, a toril, 
which in this instance was fo'-med of 
Chinese matting covered with cotton 
loth. 
Lining both avenues were al- 


ternate pitie and cherry trees, and sot 
between thorn transparencies mailo by 
soldier nrtlsts. 
Venerable Fujiyama, 


tho most painted mountain tho world, 
was there, of course, and scenes both 
nt homo and at the front. 


(in tho plain, out of the earth of the 


dreary kaoliang Holds, whoso Hover- 
ending stubble is ns the sands of the 
tosert, had sprung little Japanese- gar- 
Ions, such ns yon see from one end of 
Tnp.'in to thf other. 
Miniature lakes 


were set in miniature landscapes, and 
n fountain played among the beds of 
imitation iris. 


Tho night lyoforo (ho fote millions of 


Imitation paper flowers, which had 
liooii fashioned in the leisure hours of 
.-amp with tho skilfulness of Parisian 
shop-girls, were brought In great bns- 
Uets and fastened to tho twigs of the 
transplanted trees. 


Tho strangest part of it nil is that it 


Is ns natural for the soldiers of Hie 
Japanese army to do t'hcse things ns it 
is for thorn to light. That same skill 
which was devoted to making water- 
falls and paper flowers, tbnt trick of 
ready Improvisation which brought 
Japan to Manchuria, was turned tho 
next day Into scouting tho dead spaces 
in front of tho onom.v's works and to 
desperate charges in the night. 


Japan hns three banks paying divi- 


dends of twelve per cent., two paying 
ton per cent., two paying nine per 
cent., three paying eight per cent., and 
live paying from two to seven per cent. 
Of her many railways, docks, electric 
Ughtlug nnd gns companies, one, (Osaka 
Electric Light Company), Is paying 
twenty per cent., four nre paying fif- 
teen per cent., eight nre paying twelve 
per cent., and the others range from 
three per cent, to ten per cent. Not 
n single one falls to pny some dividend. 
Of her cotton spinning, flrc nnd life in- 
surance, sugar refining, engine works, 
brewing, hotel and miscellaneous com- 
panies three (cotton spinning) pay thir- 
ty-six per cent,, one pays thirty pel- 
cent., seven pay twenty per cent., three 
pny seventeen per cent., seven pay six- 
teen per cent., three pny fifteen per 
cent, four pny twelve per cent., and the 
rest pny six to ten per cent. It is re- 
mnrkable that only seven of the eighty- 
seven companies on the Japanese of- 
flclnl list nre non-dividend payers. Tbe 
Bank of Japan has a reserve fund of 
$8,075,000, and the Yokohama Specie 
Bank follows with n $5,200.000 reserve.

Merely Common •••**• 


Charles Stunner omce laid: "The road 


and the schoolmaster are tue two nlost 
Important agents in advancing civiliza- 
tion." Common sense teaches that the 
difference between good and bod roads 
is equivalent to the difference between, 
profit and loss. It teaches that good 
roads have a money value to the whole 
people as well ns a political and social 
valuo, and leaving out convenience, 
comfort,' social and refined Influences 
which good roads always enhance, and 
looking at them only from the "al- 
mighty dojlar" side, they are found 
to pay handsome dividends each year. 
People generally have come to realize 
that road building is a public matter; 
common sense deeleares It to be a func- 
tion of government. 


Band-Ulny Road*. 


Almost every community is favored 


with mi abundance of stone, gravel, 
sand or cluy, and by the proper man- 
agement a desirable road can be con- 
structed with either one'of these. As 
there Is a wide difference In the char- 
acter of the materials great care should 
always be exercised in selecting only 
the best—such as contains sutiicienl 
toughness and cementing qualities as 
will form ii surface sufficiently hard 
and durable to endure tlie volume of 
traffic, nnd at the same time inako the 
road less impervious to water, which Is 
Its worst enemy. 


In successful road building too much 


attention cnnnot be given to the proper 
drainage, surfacing nnd rolling; and in 
doing this work the use of the latest 
Improved machinery is very necessary 
In the construction of any kind of u 
road if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. Anything that is worth doing 
Is worth doing well, is au inliige that 
might nplly be applied in connection 
with this question. This rule is not al- 
ways adopted, however, but It is far 
better to build permanent highways so 
that they will need little or no repairs 
for a long time to come. In some local- 
ities conditions are such that a good 
stone road may be built r i u cost rang- 
ing from SlJOOO to $3000 per mile, but 
in others $51)00 or $10,000 are expend- 
ed: while good sand-clay ronds can be 
built from $200 to $500 per uiilo. 


There are many phases of (be ques- 


tion of road improvement of whica' 
much might be said, but at present 
tho writer wishes to direct attention 
more particularly to the improvement' 
of the common roads byiho sand-claw 
method, which is quite inexpensive. 
When stuid nbounds in such quantity ns 
to render travel on the roads difficult, 
an application of clay may be made to 
good advantage, and where clay is 
i-tjually objectionable sand may bo 
similarly applied and with equally as 
bi'iieticinl results.—Progressive Farmer.

and la capable, it is authoritatively 
stated, of digesting something like a 
thousand times its own weight of ed- 
ible substances.

Is that .the juice of tbe pineapple con- 
tains an "euzym," a species of fer- 
ment, which attacks the beefsteak or 
other food, and disorganizes it. It is 
such an extremely powerful 
ferment 


that, acting much in the same way a» 
pepsin, it will, in the course of a few 
'hours, cause substances upon which it 
works to dissolve and melt away. The 
name "broinelin' bus been given to it 
by science. 


It is extremely easy to separate the 


digestive principle from the pineapple 
Juice. 
All you have to do is to take 


some of tbe juice and dissolve a table- 
spoonful or so of common table salt in 
it. This will cause the digestive "stuff 
to fall to the bottom of tbe receptacle, 
when it may be easily separated. A 
good-sized pineapple will contain more 
than a pint of Juice—a quantity which 
is amply sufficient to help in the diges- 
tion of half a dozen hearty meals. 


How powerful it is may be Judged 


from the fact that a single slice of 
the- fruit, laid upon a raw beefsteak, 
will. In a very short time, change the 
consistency of the surface to that of 
a Jelly. But it should be realized that 
cooking destroys the "enzym," and that 
the only way to get the benefit of the 
digestive ferment is to eat the pine- 
apple In the natural state.

Government Aid tn Public Iloaiju. 


Following Is a resolution introduced 


by MiiJ. W. A. Gniluun, of North Caro- 
lina, and adopted by the- Farmers' 
National Congress, recently in session 
at Richmond: 


"Whereas, the National Government 


wisely makes appropriations for tht> 
inprovemcnt of our harbors, rivers and 
lilies of rnilrotid transportation, to pro- 
mote the commerce of the nation by af-_ 
fording markets for selling the- prod-' 
nets of the people and for purchasing 
the needed goods of other nations; the 
same wise policy could be promoted 
nnd extended by appropriations to es- 
tablish and improve the public roads 
ti the respective States in order that 
the farmer may be enabled at least 
cost to place his productions at the 
ilaces of distribution. If the domestic 
and foreign commerce is advanced 'by 
appropriating to harbors, rivers nnd 
extended or 'through' lines of domestic 
transportation, it will be benefited in 
MI increased innunor by appropriations 
o the public roads or highways, so 
it to 'enable the producer to roach the 
uurkots of his section nt reasonable 
cost. 
There can be no valid reason 


why benefits that are extended to tbe 
niyer and seller should be denied the 
farmer; therefore be it 


"Itcsolved 1. That Ills Excellency, 
he President of the United States, is 
uost respectfully petitioned to recom- 
iiend to Congress in his message some 
system of appropriations to improve 
the public roads in the States. 


'"2. That Congress is earnestly peti- 


:loned and urged to enact a law, or 
!«w«, milking adequate provision for 
he betterment of the public roads by 
sufficient appropriations to the purpose, 


'3. That n copy of this paper be sent 


)y the President of this Congress to 
His Excellency, the President of the 
United States, and also the presiding 
officer of each House of Congress, with 
•equest to present them for considera- 
tion to the body over which he pre- 
sides."

Portable wireless telegraph stations 


nre now manufactured In Germany of 
such light weight that carts or wagons 
are no longer needed for their truns- 
lortntlon, the parts being carried by 
nen.

wagons, the air conductors tire nt- 
ached to balloons or kites, with port- 
able stations they are attached to steel 
nasts. These masts, three in number, 
'an be pushed together like a telescope 
and are then about twelve nnd one- 
mi f feet long, but can easily be pulled 
out to a length of thirty-three feet. 
Tbe electric energy required Is fur- 
ilshed by so-called "tread dynamos," 
mounted upon a sort of stationary bi- 
cycle, wltb a light seat for tbe man, 
Who keeps tbe machinery going with 
its feet. The electric energy can also 
>e supplied wltb & portable storage 
battery.
